BrieQess .IBarristers. ; 

<Fram tdeiXmperlUSeview.) 

To a cooaiderubia extent legal business is 
becomini^ a monopoly in the hands ot a 
class. Formerly a f;reat sooial distinction 
exiated between barriaiers and solicitors, but 
absolutely no snoh JiBtinciioo now exisia, 
it waa thought in the highest degree inde' 
corous for a.barriater to make advances to a 
barrister. The fiedgiog barrister sal in 
roodesV'&w^e; palpilatlb'g'^r'a proposal. To 
vary the irnage, tne lej^al Houris woodered 
to whom tho Sultan ot a solicitor would 
throw tho handkerchief. Theoretically, at 
least, and to a great extent practically, this 
high etiquette is mainiained. In tho mean 
time, however, the friends of barristers bring 
heavy presauMjq bear npj>n. sqliojtors in the 
matter of the 'disposal of ibeif briVlsT* In tho 
mean lime, tlso, solicitors have roduceil 
(heir patronage to a »pecial pystoni of their 
own. A legal Qrm with a lucrative business 
-ends the eon or relative ot some leading 
member to tho bar, and is able, in the legi.. 
limato conrao of buaioesB, even though hia 
abilities are'mediocre;'lO put a'good profes- 
sional inqume in his way. One of the mo»k 
approved methods for a barrister to get itito 
prncticH is, lu marry the daughlur of a solici- 
tor. This kind of arrangement is now fully 
recognised. The {ojw^^er may not bo able 
to give bis son-fiii-IaW a'snm of money, but 
he can promise him bniiDeas to. the extent of 
8500 a year : ^that is^^e, pays bim iij kind— i 
receives bim oil" wbat are ^called ' terms of 
reciprocity. It i« 0Qt'{at'alka>4badi,3»ay for 
gelling on at the b|ir to marry a solicitor's 
daughter. . : - ■■ 

But let U9 see how all this works for our 
brittlees Iriends. Ho cannot marry the 
daughter of the only influential solicitor ho 
know*, e^an alibqogbib.e.lBitp.ibi; pajd lor it. 
He has no legal connection. He has simply 
entered a moat honourable and ancient pro- 
tPB'ion, relying 00 hia cfaaracler, ( ulturc, and 
ability. At firat he is greatly impresHed with 
the owl liko wisdom ol the wig and gown 
There is a ploaaing exoiiameot and variety 
in going circuit, in joiuing a brilliant m*s9, 
in uatherinn; up the wit and Storicii of the 
court' tie probably aees something ot local 
society, and hopes tbat ho will toino day 
distinguish himnelf in tho eyrs that rain 
down sweet influfncB. He perhaps owns to 
himself, alter a time, that thoro la u deiircss- 
iiig monotony in that averaj;o fifty pound 
note which goinj:; circuit coals bim. Once it 
was thought a f;ruat thing to attend sessions 
by way ot m iking tm-iiaaiis, but sessions are 
not oujir for burnslers what they once were. 
Oueu it wua li"ld that a burriaier might get 
business by affecting to busy — by buvin;;; a 
blue -bag filled (With papers, and many books 
and documents to consult ; but this is now 
esteemed a baaoless legend. Parhnpi t.e 
becomclh cynical. Ho thinks thui Buzfuz 
(Scrjuani) talked 'utter bonh' in opening 
Mrs B.irdairs case ; that Spinka, QU, did noi 
do half as well us ho could have uouo in 
cross. examining , tbat tough witness ; and 
even that SlarllDg ((? J>-got r'alhar muddled 
in the issue which he left to the jury; Per- 
haps he thinks that its 'dogged that does it,' 
and electa n Wostminaler court to which he 
will regularly allondi He beguiles much 
timo by taking poriraitp, profile and lull lacH, 
ol auch man aa Buzfii;s (tSaijeani), Spinlis, Q 
C , and Starling (C J), Finally, bo perhapa 
betakes bimsaU t;) l\tera,ture, qit to sorn^ other 
downward pain 'that ' loads $0 professional 
P'irdiiion, In Mr Uurgon'a interesting life 
ot Tytler, tho liifliorian, we lind that, boin^ 
the eon of a well known judge, ho had a, con- 
siderable praoiice at the Scotch criminal bar; 
bat when the writers found that ha was bd- 
comiog known as an author, his practice 
quick foraookihim.'. :'^'he:late Mr Justice 
Talfourd was a succesaful barrister and buc> 
ooacful author, and — save iho mark — a poet, 
Saeh a phcnomonon is abnormal enough, and 
recalls the black swan, or rulber the aloe 
that blossoms but once in a hundred years. 

Wo couloaa thiit wo think our Iriecds Mr 
Briefless and Mr Dunup have been rather 
hardly dealt by. Every man' biigbl tia have 
a fair chance, and we cannot see tbat tbey 
have had thnire. But we will forgot the 
case of individmils in the larger considera- 
tion which briefl-.'saneaa opens up. Two 
considerations occur to ua whicti may be 
very concisely stated. If tho bar degener- 
ates into a class profession .Which .hardly 
given independent men a obance,^ theo there 
is a darger that ' IndependoDt' men' will not 
got to tho bar, and that it will seriously fall 
off in cliioieiicy nnd its general ftundard. 
Secondly, solicitors should consider that 
every man is a dootor to bia proloasion, and 
slimild net only seek their own ends, but do 
what they can 10 promote the olTiciency of 
tin legal proleasion — an end which tbey will 
promote if they give unknown mon a chance. 
To tho brioUeaa tbomgolvcs there are certainly 
not wanting. topics of coiiaolation. They soe 
u gaeat dual oflifo and oharader. They 
have . abundant space of time lor medita* 
lion. They have the fairest opportunity for 
exorciain)]; that fincat of virtues, patience 
They hA\o goiiorally aume ino.ina of ttieir 
own — health, hope, fine tiiBloa, energy, and 
culture.
